OR the protection of all customers, effec­ 
tive September 20, 1947, no additional 
principal gas space heating equipment can 
be approved for installation on our lines. 
This restriction has been adopted wit^ the 
deepest regret, but under present condi­ 
tions, there is no alternative. 
Since March I, 1947, we have restricted 
installations of heating equipment on a 
priority system. Even these priorities must 
now be eliminated, as they have been re­ 
ceived at a rate which, if continued, would 
seriously hinder our ability to maintain 
satisfactory service for customers in their 
present use of gas. 
Customers may continue to file applica­ 
tions for principal space heating service, 
and approvals will be granted in the order 
in which they are received whenever it 
becomes possible to modify restrictions. 
In addition, in the case of newly constructed 
premises, where the owner or contractor 
has not as yet filed an application and where: 


(a) heating equipment designed exclusively for 
gas has been purchased and installation is

such applications will be considered for 
approval providing they are filed with the 
com pany on or before September 30, 1947, 
but subject to the condition that, if approval 
is given, the foundation of the building must 
be com pleted prior to January I, 1948, or 
such approval shall becom e void.

As previously pointed out, there is no 
shortage of gas in producing fields. Lack 
of essential materials, such as steel pipe, 
compressors, valves and accessories, has 
prevented construction—by our suppliers 
and ourselves—of the necessary facilities 
for transporting and distributing sufficient 
additional volume of gas to this area. This 
condition has existed since the early stages 
of the war— but, throughout this period, 
the use of gas has increased at a rapidly 
accelerating rate.

“The record of public assistance 
in Pennsylvania is always inverse 


to the number of employed,” he told 
a reporter. ‘‘Our low relief rolls now 
is simply indicative of the trend 
toward high employment." 
The end of World War II. how­ 
ever, saw only 203.000 on relief- in 
the commonwealth, but Robbins said 
"that was not a true picture of the 
ratio since we had nearly 1,000,000 
in the aimed forces." 
The months after World War l l 
saw the number of persons on relief 
climb monthly until last April when 
the postwar dependency peak was 
reached, the secretary added, but 
this leveled off as more and more 
employables obtained work.
